A CURRENCY REFORM 


Big Government Bank Urged by Cur- 


rency Commission of Xew York 


Chamber of Commerce. 


New York, Oct. 4.—Either a central 


bank of issue to be established and 
controlled by the government, or a 
simple measure enlarging the present 
not issuing privilege of national banks 
in such manner as that their right 
of Issue shall not vary with the own- 
ership of United States bonds, are the 
methods favored by the special cur- 
rency commission appointed by the 
New York chamber of commerce last 
March to inquire into the condition of 
the currency and suggest 
desirable 


changes. 
The report was submitted 


to Morris K. Jessup, president, at a 
meeting of the chamber of commerce 
today. The report is exceedingly vol- 
uminous. 


Summary of Report. 


Its conclusions arc set forth in a 


summary as follows: 


"In order that the members of the 


chamber may have before them in brief 
space the recommendations of this 
committee, together with the import- 
ant considerations upon which they 
are based, we present herewith a brief 
summary of this report. 


"We find that our currency is se- 


riously defective in that its volume 
does not vary with the demand, so that 
the business of the country is alter- 
nately evnt-.r;ed to the evils of a re- 
dundant and of a deficient supply. 


"When the need for currency 
in- 


creases, as It does every autumn when 
tho crops are harvested, our banks are 
obliged to pay out lawful money from 
their reserves, and in consequence to 
raise their rates of interest on demand 
and time loans. These operations ara 
a source of real loss to the commercial 
und Industrial interests of the entire 
country. They work injury 
to 
our 


merchants, to our manufacturers, and 
to our farmers—In short, to all classes 
of producers. 


Excess Excites Speculation. 


"When, on the other hand, the sup- 


ply of currency Is excessive, ae It usu- 
ally Is in the spring, the consequent 
congestion of. banking reserve forces 
an abnormally low rate of Interest, and 
so tends to excite a dangerous specu- 
lative spirit in our markets nnd ex- 
changes. 


"We believe that, this oscillation be- 


tween periods of contraction and in- 
flation is directly caused by the arti- 
ficial and unnecessary Inflexibility of 
our currency due to restrictions which 
are placed by law upon tho Issue of 
hank notes. Under the existing law 
national banks can Increase their is- 
sue of notes only In proportion as they 
increase their holdings of the United 
States bonds which are deposited as 
security; nnd they cannot at will re- 
gain possession of the bonds by the 
deposit of lawful money for the retire- 
ment, of their notes. On account of the 
Investment considerations 
regarding 


bonds which are Involved In the Issue 
of national bank notes, wo find that 
this class of currency, which In most 
other leading countries possesses a 
useful flexibility, Is hero Issued and re- 
tired utterly without regard to the 
country's varying needs for currency." 


Would Not Disturb Circulation. 
"Notwithstanding 
the 
Inadequacy 


of the bond-secured circulation of our 
national banks, our deliberations have 
brought us to the conclusion that it 
would be unwise to disturb this circu- 
lation or to recommend any substitute 
for It as it now exists, for such a 
course would lead to an Inequitable 
depreciation 
of the 
United States 


bonds now outstanding. 
In our opin- 


ion, however, future issues of govern- 
ment bonds should not be made avail- 
able as a basis for bank notes, for the 
great increase 
In the bond-secured 


circulation that has taken place with- 
in the last, six years 
furnishes evi- 


dence that, the existing system of note 
Issue without, 
adequate redemption 


might become dangerous. 


Two Classes of Remedies. 


"We have had brought before us for 


consideration two classes of remedies 
for existing evils:—(1) radical meas- 
ures involving the creation of corpora- 
tions with powers and privileges un- 
like those 
now 
possessed 
by any 


American institution; 
(2) 
measures 


which would 
enlarge 
the 
privilege 


of corporations already in existence. 
We have deemed it. best, to select, from 
each of these clesses the one which 
we believe to be the best. If the coun- 
try is ready for a radical addition to 
oiir financial system, we believe that 
the world's experience proves beyond 
question that a central bank of issue 
controlled by the government ought 
to be established. 
If, however, the 


people of the United States shrink 
from the creation of such an institu- 
tion, we believe that, the wisest tilter- 
uaiive is a simple measure enlarging 
tin- present note-issue privilege of na- 
tional banks 
In such 
manner that 


their right, of issue shall not. vary with 
their 
ownership of United States 


bonds, and under such conditions that 
the retirement of their notes when not 
needed shall 
bo certain 
and auto- 


matic. 


Make Recommendations. 


"We, therefore, make the following 


recommendations: 


1 
Thnt legislation IIP enae.tert wnleh 
shall provide the country with r. flexible 
nnd flnstlr bank note*' currency: nnd to 
this end we suggest that either one of 
tho two following plnns might wisely he 
adopted: 
(a) 
T.<et there he 
created 
a central 
bank of Issue similar to the Bank nf 
Oermrmy of the Hank of France; snoh 
hank to deal exelnslvely with brinks: Its 
stock to he owned In part by hanking 
institutions and In part by Hie Kovern- 
ment; its mannpromont representatives 
of the government 
shall 
be supreme.

BK GIVEN MORE SCOPE. 


Officers Hope to Have Coming legis- 


lature Pass Law—Meeting to 


Ut» Held in Muncie. 


Indianapolis, 
Oct. 4.—A 
statute 


which will give judges 
of juvenile 


courts all over the statn jurisdiction 
in cases of adult delinquency is the 
hope of the Juvenile Court associa- 
tion, which has been called to meet at 
Muncie, Oct. 6-9, during the state 
charities conference. 
It is expected 


that steps will be taken at this meet- 
ing to obtain the enactment of such a 
law at the forthcoming session of tl>> 
Indiana legislature. 


Mrs. Helen W. Rodgers, president, 


and H. W. Kellogg, secretary of the 
association, have 
asked 
the attend- 


ance of every 
judge 
of n juvenile 


court and every probation officer in 
the state, when the initiatory work 
toward obtaining the legislation de- 
sired is to be taken up. 


"The experience 
of 
the 
Marion 


county 
court," Mrs. Rodgers said, 


"has made it apparent that juvenile 
court judges should have jurisdiction 
in cases where adult delinquency is 
charged. It is a fact that can not lie 
disputed that numbers of such cases 
have been Improperly handled after 
they have left the juvenile court. This 
evil necessarily ought to be corrected, 
and the giving of direct jurisdiction 
to the. judges of the Juvenile courts is 
the best and quickest solution of the 
problem." 


To Present Statistics. 


Mrs. Rodgers will prepare statistics 


from the records of the Marion juve- 
nile court and the Marlon criminal 
court, showing the disposition of a 
large number of vlv.lt delinquency 
cases, which she will furnish a com- 
mittee which, it Is thought, will be 
appointed at the Muncie meeting of 
the association, to take up the light 
for a direct jurisdiction statute. The 
association will also have the help of 
W. H. Whittakor. president of the 
state conference, who has expressed 
himself in favor of the movement. 


A system of uniform juvenile court 


records, a directory 
of probation of- 


ficers In all parts of the state, an an- 
nual meeting of tho Juvenile Court as- 
sociation, ;i juvenile court In every 
county In Indiana and a state organ- 
izer are among the other things which 
the association hopes to provide for, 
all of which will be discussed at the 
meeting at Muncie next week. 


At present there are only thirty-two 


juvenile courts In the state. 
The 


counties 
number 
ninety-two. 
Mrs. 


Rodgers and others Interested In juve- 
nile court 7,-ork iwilovc that every 
county In tho state should ha\.j a 
court for .''(•.•.-•niles, and they Intend 
to do everything possible to further 
their plans In the near future. 
In an 


attempt, to work up enthusiasm 
for 


the work at. the Munclo Kiithering the 
officers of the 
Juvenile 
association 


have sent, out letters to all the juve- 
nile court judges and probation offi- 
cers In the thirty-two counties which 
already have Juvenllo courts. 


Letter Sent to Officers. 


The letter sent the probation officers 


Is as follows: 


"It Is evident that an earnest spirit 


Is pervading our country, indeed the 
whole world. In the Interest of juve- 
nile offenders. 
We recognize how 


strongly the movement Is Intrenched 
In the fnith of tho good people of the 
country, and that, our own state has 
responded quickly to the appeal.

ment Is yet. In its Infancy. 
It: needs 


to be extended as well as strengthen- 
ed and Improved.

out, the state. 


"Accordingly at Vlncennes at. the 


last state conference of charities and

Disarming of Cuban 


Goes Forward With No 


Grave Trouble. 


TAFT WELL PLEASED 


Reports from Sections of Island In- 


dicate Uapid Disintegration 


of Armies. 


Havana, Oct. 4.—"The disarmament 


of the Cuban insurgents is progress- 
ing as rapidly as can be reasonably 
expected." said Governor Taft today. 
He added that tho militia and volun- 
teers were being rapidly mustered out, 
the only delay being due to the ina- 
bility of the American authorities to 
obtain correct lists of the endowments 
and therefore the work might last un- 
til Oct. .15. 


Captain McKelvey, commanding the 


maries at Pinar Del Rio, telegraphs 
that in addition to disarming the in- 
surgents bo is disbanding 116 volun- 
teers who surrendered their arms to 
him. 
He expects a thousand moro in- 


surgents to arrive there by train to- 
day. 


Three hundred and 
eighty volun- 


teers at Pinar Del Rio are being re- 
tained under arms until all the insur- 
gents have laid down their weapons. 


Another train carrying 400 of Pino 


Guerra's men left Santiago De Las 
Vegas today for Ph;nr Del Rio. The 
Insurgents are dispersing under the 
same conditions at Cienfuegos. 


The only exceptions to the general 


harmony is the desertion of some vol- 
unteers at Pnlmas Oriano. outside of 
Santiago, where helt a dozen men and 
horses disappeared.

WOULD ?UT CURB 


TO GEEAT FORTUNES 


PRESIDENT STANDS FOK AX IN- 


HERITANCE TAX. 


Will Recommend in Annual Message 


a Law to T*revcnt Transmission 


of Vast Fortunes. 


Washington, 
Oct. 4.—President 


Roosevelt has Inserted in the prelim- 
inary draft of his forthcoming annual 
message to congress a recommenda- 
tion that a law be passed imposing a 
national tax upon inheritances. 
The 


president first called public attention 
to this idea in his celebrated "muck 
rake" speech which he delivered at 
the laying of the cornerstone of the 
omco building of tho house of repre- 
sentatives April 14 last. 


Therein he expressed the view that 


ultimately the United 
States would 


have to consider the adoption of some 
such scheme as that of a progressive 
tax on all fortunes beyond a certain 
amount either given In life or devised 
or bequeathed i.|iOu deal'ii to any in- 
dividual—a tax so framed as to put 
It out of the power of the owner of 
one of these enormous 
fortunes to 


hand out more than a certain amount 
to any one individual. Such taxation 
should he aimed merely at tho inheri- 
tance or transmission In their entirety 
of those fortunes swollen beyond all 
hfnlthy limits. 


Task for Next Congress. 


The president will make every ef- 


fort to get a law passed during t:ic 
long session wrlcli begins in Decom- 
her of next ye: • nnd will be attended 
by congressmen elected In November. 


Besides preparing public opinion on 


this important subject, the president 
Is giving thought to the organization 
of tho supremo court with a view to 
securing Impartial 
consideration 
of 


tho question of the constitutionality of 
tho law which is rortaln to arise im- 
mediately after it Is placed on the 
statute bonks. There Is now one va- 
cancy in the supreme court, anil a 
second is expected to occur within a 
short time through the retirement of 
Justice Marian. 


The president has let it. be .known 


that ho has selected a man to fill the 
vacancy caused by the retirement of 
Justice Brown whom 
he 
considers 


sane on the questions of state's rights 
and the negro. In t.he selection of this 
man he endeavored to secure a lawyer 
of high ability who could look at t.he 
cases brought, before him from a na- 
tional point of view. There is reason 
to believe the president expects this 
man to be ono of the nine Judges who 
will pass upon the constitutionality of 
the proposed inheritance tax law. 


Field Estate an Example. 


He deeply regrets, for Instance, that 


there was no such law to prevent Mar- 
shall Field from tying up his estate 
In the way ho did. The Field fortune 
is regarded as having "swollen 
be- 


yond all healthy limits" at tho time of 
Its creator's death. It will bo a posi- 
tive menace by the time it Is turned 
over to the heirs. 


If John D. Rockefeller and other 


wealthy men of the country should 
follow t.he example of Mr. Field there 
would develop an oligarchy of wealth 
which would 
bring disaster to the 


American people. 


The president believes his inheri- 


tance ta.x proposal 
would 
prevent 


this catastrophe and result, in the dis- 
tribution of gigantic fortunes without 
hardship to any one.

Harrlsburp, Pa., Oct. 4.—In 
the 


presence of the largest crowd that 
has over gathered in Harrisburg, the 
magnillceiit new capitol of Pennsylva- 
nia was dedicated today with brief, 
ceremonies in which President Roose- 
velt took an active part. 


Rain fell throughout the ceremonies, 


but thousands stood in the drenching 
downpour 
fading 
the 
president's 


stand. 


Few women were present on ac- 


count of the bad weather. 


President Roosevelt was met at the 


railroad station by the capitol dedica- 
tion committee an;l was escorted to 
the capitol by the governor's troops. 


Crowds lined the route from the 


station to the capitol and the presi- 
dent was given a cordial greeting. 


At tho capitol the president was 


met by Governor Pennypacker and aft- 
er the formal greetings the governor 
and Mayor Gross, of Harrisburg, pre- 
sented the president with gold medals 
as gifts from the city and state. 


Warm Greeting for 
President. 


President Roosevelt was given an 


enthusiastic reception 
when 
he ap- 


peared on the grand stand at 11:45 
o'clock. 
All branches of the state 


government were represented In the 
crowd on tho platform and consider- 
able space was given to specially in- 
vited guests. Following the reading 
of a portion of the scripture from a 
historic bible by John K. Dillingham, 
a member of the society of Friends, 
In Philadelphia, former Governor Wil- 
liam A. Stone, president, of the cap- 
llol building commission, in a brief 
address turned tho building over to 
the governor, at the same time hand- 
ing him a pold Hey. Governor Penny- 
packer accepted the building on be- 
half of the people. 
When he concluded the governor 


Introduced President Roosevelt, who 
delivered the principal address of the 
tiny. The president wore a rain coat 
anil stood bare headed In the rain. 


The President's Address. 


Ho spoke an follows:

stnte by making evident, his paramount, 
devotion to that union whleh includes nil 
the states.

The. extraordinary in- 
dustrial changes in the last half century 
have produced a. totally new set of condi- 
tions, under which nftw evils flourish: 
and for these, new evils new remedies 
must be devised. 
Some of these, evils ean be grappled 
with by private effort only: for we never 
can afford io forget that In llv last, anal- 
ysis the chief factor In personal .success, 
and Indeed In national greatness, must 
he the sturdy, self-reliant character o^ 
the Individual citizen. Hut many of these 
evils are of such n nature that no private 
effort can avail against 
them. 
These 
evils, therefore, must, he grappled with 
by governmental action. 
In some cases 
this governmental action must be exer- 
cised by the several slates individually. 
In yet others it. has become Increasingly 
evident that :io efficient state action is 
possible, and that we need thru executive, 
action, thru legislation, and thru judicial 
interpretation and construction of low, 
to Increase the power of the federal gov- 
ernment. 


What Weakness May Cost. 
If we fall thus to Increase it. wo show 
our impotence, and leave ourselves at the 
mercy of those ingenious legal adviser* 
of tho holders of vast corporate wealth, 
who, 
tn the performance of what they 
regard as their duty, nnd to serve tho 
ends of their clients, invoke the. law at 
ono time for tho confounding of their 
rivals, and at another time strive for the 
nullification of thft law, in order that 
they themselves may ho left free, to work 
their unbridled will on these same rivals, 
or on those who labor for them, or on 
the general •public. 
In the exercise of 
their profession nnd In the service of 
their clients these astute lawyers strlvo 
to prevent tho passage or' efficient lawa 
and strive, to secure jii'llol.il determina- 
tions 
of those 
that pass which shall 
emasculate them.

on, reb.->t»!» have been atopt, a pure-food 
law has been pnst, proper supervision of 
tha meat-packing business provided nnd 
the bureau of corporations established—a 
bureau which 
has already 
done gr»at 
good, and which can and should be given 
a 
constantly 
Increasing 
functional 
power. 


The work of legislation has been no 
more Important than the work done bv 
the department of Justice In executing 
the laws, not only against corporations 
ana Individuals who have broken the an- 
ti-trust or interstate commerce law but 
against those who havo been engaged In 
land frauds. 
Scores, of suits, civil ani 
criminal, have been successfully under- 
taken against offenders of all kinds- 
many of them against tho moat formidable 
and wealthy combinations In the land; In 
some the combinations have been dis- 
solved. In somo heavy fines have been 
imposed, in several cases the chief of- 
fenders have been imprisoned. 


Must Look Ahead and Plan. 


It behooves us Americans to look ahead 
and plan out tho right kind of a civilisa- 
tion, as that which.we intend to develop 
from these wonderful now conditions of 
vast Industrial growth. It must not bo 
it shall not be. the civilization of a mere 
plutocracy, a banking-house. Wall-street- 
syndicate civilization; nor yet can thers 
be submission to class hatred, to rancor 
brutality nnd mob violence, for that would 
mean the end of our civilization. 
In- 
creased powers arc susceptible of abuse 
aa wol! as use; never before have tho op- 
portunities for selfishness been so great 
nor tho results of self.ahness so Appalling- 
for In communities where everything Is 
organised on a merrily selfish commer- 
cial basis, such selflshness, if unchecked 
may transform the great forces of tin- 
new epoch Into powers of destruction 
hitherto unefpinled.

This central bank shall issue cuncncy, 
rediscount for other banks, bold public 
money and act as asent of the govern- 
ment In redeeming its pnper money and 
making Its disbursements. 
Or (M Lat any national bank whose 
bond-secured circulation equals GO per 
cent of Its capital havo authority to Issue 
additional notes equal Ir. amount to 36 
per cent of its capital. 
Let such additional notes be subject 
to a graduated tax ns follows: Tho llrst 
5 per cent, taxed at the rate of 2 por 
cent per annum; the second 5 per cent, 
taxed nt the rate of 3 per cent; the third 
B per cent, taxed nt the rate of 4 per 
cent; and then an Issuo equal to 10 per 
cent of capital, taxed 5 per cent; then an 
Issue equal to 10 per cent of capital, taxed 
6 per cent. 
Let tho proceeds of this graduated 
tax constitute a guaranty fund. In the 
custody of the government, for the re- 
demption of the notes of railed banks. 
To Insure prompt retirement of notes 
when not needed, let redemption agen- 
cies bo established at sub-treasuries and 
other convenient points.

Girl Resident Discovers Corpse of 


Murdered Infant in Trunk— 


Scandal a Mystery.

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 4.—Stowed 


In a trunk in the locked trunkroom of 
the Young Women's Christian associa- 
tion at Eighteenth and Arch streets 
the body of a murdered boy baby was 
found last Saturday. 
In the hope of 


finding the person or 
persons 
re- 


sponsible for the child's death, the po- 
lice kept the matter quiet, but, failing 
to solve the mystery, made the matter 
public yesterday. 


The coroner's physician declares the 


baby was murdered by having its arms 
and legs cut off and then being per- 
mitted to bleed to death. 


The discovery was made under un- 


usual circumstances. 
Miss Elizabeth 


Smart, who has lived at the associa- 
tion since last March, found the body 
in her trunk. Saturday afternoon was 
cool and Miss Smart wished to secure 
a wrap. She had not had occasion to 
look into the trunk for flve months 
previously. According to the rules of 
the association she applied to Acting 
House Mother Mrs. Josephine Gannon, 
who has the only key to the trunk 
room. 
Miss Smart received the key 


and went to the trunk room. 


Girl Finds Body in Her Trunk. 


As she opened her tnmk Miss Smart 


noticed a nauseating odor. Then she 
noticed the tray had been removed, 
and upon delving into the trunk her 
hand came in contact with something 
that made her recoil in horror. 
She 


screamed and Miss Catherine Kenne- 
dy, the superintendent, came to her. 
Investigation showed the child's body, 
inclosed in a shoe box bearing 
the 


name of 
a 
prominent 
department 


store, but the box had no number or 
the customary marking. 


The police 
were notified and by 


Sunday morning even." young woman 
in the building was being watched. 
The first investigation was turned to- 
ward Miss Smart and the officers are 
emphatic in the declaration that not 
a vestige of suspicion attaches to her. 
The police found her aid valuable In 
searching for further clews. 


Mystery Baffles Police. 


Immediately after the discovery of 


the crime all the women prominent in 
the management of the institution vol- 
unteered their aid in probing the mat- 
ter to the bottom. They arranged to 
have every girl in the house ques- 
tioned, and the 
entire 
house 
was 


searched from top to bottom for blood- 
stains or anything that might give a 
clew to the missing limbs of the In- 
fant. 


The history of scores of Inmates of 


the home was Investigated. Several of 
the girls were shadowed for a day or 
two and closely questioned, but. Inva- 
riably they were able to satisfy the 
detectives. 


Miss Smart was questioned as to 


whether or not she- had an enemy who 
might have attempted to make trouble 
for her. but she said sho could think 
of no person who might do such a 
thing.

to retrograde on September 4 and will 
continue Its westward course until No- 
\-erober 13, when It will again start on 
Its eastward journey. It will retrograde 
about three degrees or six lull moon 
disks. 
Uranus, lost to view except by the aid 
of a telescope, still holds Its position In 
the evening sky-above the bow of Sagit- 
tarius, tlrarais requires eighty-four year* 
to complete Its journey around tho sun, 
moving ion the average only four degree* 
a year, or eight full moon disks. Nep- 
tune takes 3C4 yours to complete Its orbit, 
moving an average of only two degrees a 
year. 
Jupiter rises about midnight In tho con- 
stellation Gemini; the twin stars Pollux 
nnd Castor are a few degrees north. The

American flag and establish American 
government there until the Cuban peo- 
ple themselves compel us to do so; un- 
,11 events which are the commands of 
God order us to do so; until the cause 
of civilization and the cry o£ despair- 
,ng liberty force us to do so. For when 
the American flag Is raised over Cuba 
again It must never he lowered. 


'Our record must be as clear as our 


Intentions are pure. But speaking for 
myself alone, and for no one else, I be- 
lieve that In reestablishing the Cuban 
government all the world knows that 
we are doing the work of Sisyphus— 
rolling the stone to the top of the hll 
only to see It roll back again. 


"When another Cuban president Is 


elected by Cuban votes, how long wll" 
it be before another Cuban insurrection 
overthrows him? When we again sei 
another Cuban government on Its fee 
how long will it bo before foolish fac 
tions will again lay it prostrate? When 
we have steadied the falling Cuban 
flag by* tho arms of American soldiers 
and sailors, and then have again with- 
drawn the American power that saved 
It, how long will It be until once more 
anarchy will make it the vain emblem 
of a powerless government 


Annexation Is Inevitable. 


"In the end destiny will have her 


way. We may lay down the task civil- 
ization bids us to do, hut tomorrow 
that task will reappear and the inevit- 
able will command us to do our de- 
ferred duty. 


"But we must not act in haste. Let 


us exhaust every resource so that the 
world, history, and our own conscience 
will say that we have not trifled with

This lesson follows Immediately aft- 


er that of three weeks ago concerning 
Jesus silencing the Pharisees and Snd- 
ducees. 
Matthew says 
(xsll, 
84): 


"When the Pharisees had heard that 
he had put the Sadtlucees to silence 
they were gathered together." He had 
put them to silence on the matter of 
tribute to Caesar or not, also in refer- 
ence to the resurrection, 
and, now 


their question Is, "Which is the first 
commandment of nil?" or, ns in Mat- 
thew, "Which Is the great command- 
ment in the Inw?" Jesus replied by 
summarizing the Ten Commandments, 
according to Deut. vi, 4, 5; Lev. six, 
18, as loving God with all our heart 
and soul aad mind and strength and 
our neighbor as ourselves, to which the 
scribe replied so discreetly that Jesus 
said to him. "Thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God" (verse 34). The scribe 
said that to love thus was more than 
all, whole burnt offerings or sacrifices 
(verse 33t, and in saying this one might 
judge that he understood the signlfi 
cance of all sacrifice, which was to set 
forth the love of God to ns in giv 
His own Son to be a sacrifice for our 
sins. All the sacritices from Gen. ill 
21. onward illustrate the great sacri- 
fice of the Lord Jesus, who perfectly 
fulfilled the law and then voluntarily 
suffered in the stead of those who had 
broken that law that He might save 
them from Its consequences. Such love

tumes must be provided and the cloth 
suit car. be just as effective. 


Naturally the receiving gown is of
